45 percent since Jan. | and according to the last of 
ficial showing represented less than two weeks needs. | 

Business in the metal has been mov-ng a. a won | 
derfully healthy pace night through the year. Large} 
outlets have developed. This division of the industry | 
las barred the accumulation of bulky supplics. It is | 
interesting to note tha: snce July, 1927, refined stocks 
in primary hands have been reduced 100 percent. 
Eight years ago theye were more than six limes as 
large. 
Copper is not now produced to become an eco- 
nomic waste and expense as formerly. le ts Ones 
its way into channels of consumpt.on almost hot from | 
the refinery. The handling of extensive requirements 
and the development of new uses call for quick dis- 
tribution of the raw product. The problem is to keep 
the supply equal to the new fields tha, are opening | 
up on every hand. 

‘The phenomenal increase in dome stic Consumption | 
is another factor of tremenduous importance. In faci 
we sec a much bigger demand for consumer s goods 
and that means a growing home outlet for production. 

Deliveries to American consumers during the past | 
12 months amounted to 1,918,866,000 pounds and | 
compare with deliveries of 1.651 ,848,000 pounds, the 
srevious 11 months. This is an increase of 267,018,- 
000 ponnds, or 16.1 percent. Comparison with the 
1923 figures show there was a net increase in do- 
mestic shipments of over 30 percent. 

Intensive manufacturing activity both here and 
abroad absorbed more copper in 1928 than in any | 
previous year. Based on movements for the first 11 
months, and estimated December shipments, the total 
quantity of American refined copper going to do- 
mestic consumers and for export in 1928 should be 
approximaicly 3.323,103,263 pounds, or 389,685,-| 
263 pounds more than the total deliveries in 1927. 

The high rate of our domestic consumption repre- 
sents the major influence in the situation. At the end! 
of a year of continuing progress, the per capita con-| 
sumption of copper in this country is estimated at about 
16 pounds. Recently, over a period of three months 
the per capita rose to a little over 18 pounds. Con- 
sumption of new copper in 1927, based on deliverics 
was estimated at about 13.7 percent per capita. 

A copper appetite of world wide extent 1s taxing 
resources. America is the great source and reservoir 
of supplies and every market in the world 1s open to 
its product. New construction projects have been run: 
ning ahead of the industry's capacity to supply the 
product fast cnough without drawing upon the limit-
